Taking 
the liquor business generally, it con- 
tributes a large share of the public 
revenues. Before the war tax on beer 
it was computed that it yielded fully 
$200,000,000 a year for state, county, 
municipal and federal puprosca. Of 
this about 3125,000,000 went to the 
federal government in taxes and tariff 
duties.

uternal taxes on liquors. 
Of this 


taxation 17 per cent only was in 
duties on imports. The chancellor of 
the exchequer in a speech a few days 
ago stated that the English brewers 
last year paid 800,000,000 excise on 
35,000,000 barrels of beer—which was 
86,000,000 more than the preceding 
year. 
Addressing a meeting of brew- 


ers the chancellor defended this tax 
and was applauded. As it is in other 
departments English producers are 
content with more modest dividends 
than the Americans. 


In 1896, before there was a call for 


war expenditures, the total net rev- 
enue cf the United States was 8323,- 
808,139, and the internal revenues 
and customs from liquors amounted 
to 8120,307,984, or upward of 37 per 
cent of the whole, bub this takes ne 
account of state, county and munic- 
ipal taxes, which in 1800 amounted 
to 350,000,000 at least. 


ID France the revenues from liquors 


amount, to 8102,400.000, or 19 per 
cent of the entire government in- 
come, but consumers in Paris and in 
other cities are subject to an octroi 
tax by the 
municipalities, 
which 


would largely increase the aggregate. 


In Germany the revenues from 


alcoholic products is 857,969,040, or 
only 17>^ per cent of the total in- 
come. 
If the German government 


should double the taxation on alco- 
holic liquors it would not amount to 
half the percentage of the taxation 
by Congress upon this object, to say 
nothing of the high liquor licenses of 
many of the states and municipal- 
ities. 
But an increase of the tax on 


beer would be very unpopular with 
German consumers. It would be more 
likely to produce a revolution than 
the persecutions for lese majeste. 


If the American brewers can sug- 


gest an acceptable substitute that 
will yield thirty or forty millions a 
year, they may have the beer tax re- 
duced to the old standard of a dollar 
a barrel; but as consumers do not 
complain and non-consumers find the 
tax a comfortable substitute for other 
forms of taxation, there is not likely 
to be a reduction in the face of the 
fact of a treasury 
deficit of over a 


hundred and twenty milions for the 
current year. At any rate, as it falls 
on the wealthy brewers and the sa- 
loonkeepers almost exclusively, a gen- 
eral grievance crying for relief is not 
manifest, especially as a transfer of 
the tax to tea, coffee, sugar or to- 
bacco would not be popular.—Pitts- 
burg Post.

foolish was Jehoiakim 


when lie received this warning that 
the King of Babylon would surely 
destroy his land, to undertake to 
change the course of events bycutting 
out this particular paragraph, for 
the Babylon King was then prepar- 
ing to invade his Kingdom with suf- 
ficient strength to drive everything 
before it. 


The same things are happening to- 


day that happened in Jehoiakim's 
chamber 2500 years ago. 


The Bible is all-powerful and has 


stood the test of scientific research 
and skepticism for over two thousand 
years and wili always be the rock 
upon wnich to stand. 
Voltaire said 


what it took twelve men to build up 
he would show the world how one 
man could tear down. Today, in the 
very room where this noted infidpl ut- 
tered these words, a Bible depository 
is in existence. 


Through all the ages noted skeptics 


have attempted to sweep away the 
truth, but today they are forgotten, 
and the blessed teaching of the Holy 
Book goes on and

The heavy payments for crops made a 
redundant currency and a great deal 
of it was shipped away. Eventually 
the government decided on a coinage 
for the island, making a further profit 
by debasing the 
silver in the peso. 


The silver in the peso is 900 fine. The 
Spanish government 
gave this new 


peso a certain redeemability by offer- 
ing to redeem it at the bank of Spain 
at Madrid at flo in gold, and I under- 
stand that some of the coins have been 
redeemed at that rate, although com- 
paratively few of them have been car- 
ried back to Spain.

Wusliiugton, Dec. 12.—On Sunday 


General Garcia, the distinguished Cu- 
ban warrior and leader and the head 
of the commission elected by the Cuban 
assembly to visa the United ouii.es, 
passed away at a hotel here. 


The sudden change from the varm 


climate of Cuba, with the hardships he 
had there endured, to the wintry weath- 
er of New York and Washington is re 
sponsihle for the pneumonia which re 
suited in his demise. He contracted a 
slight cold iu New York, which did not 
assume ail alarming siage until the 
early part oC last week. 


General Garcia, on Tuesday night, in 


company with the other members of 
the commission, attended a dinner 
given in his honor by General Miles, 
and it was a result of the exposure that

night which culminated in his death. 
During the 12 hours or more preceding 
dissolution General Garcia was uncon- 
scious most of the time. At intervals 
he recognized one or more of those 
about him. 


The remains were immediately pre- 


pared for burial and were placed on a 
bier in the room in which he died. A 
large Cuban flag served as a covering 
and the head rested on one of smaller 
dimensions. 
The face and bust were, 


left exposed to public view. The fea- 
tures had a remarkably lifelike appear- 
ance, and gave no indication of the suf- 
ferings which the deceased had borne. 


By the direction of Major General 


Miles a detachment of soldiers from 
battery E, Sixth artillery, at the bar- 
racks here, under command of Lieuten- 
ant Cox was detailed as a bodyguard 
for the remains.

General Garcia left a large family, 


only one o£ whom, Justo, a captain 
on his staff, was with him when he 
died. His widow and Mercedes, 17, a 
daughter, are 
at 
Thomasville, Ga., 


where the girl is quite ill; Mario, 19, 
a son, is with the mother at Thoruas- 
ville; and Colonel Carloas Garcia, an- 
other son, is in Cuba. A daughter, 
Leonora, who married an American, ia 
now living in Paris. 
General Garcia's 


mother is still alive and resides in 
Havana. 


Letters of condolence were also re- 


ceived from President McKinley, Sec- 
retary Hay, General Miles and Senator 
Foraker. Secretaries Hay and Alger 
and Postmaster 
General 
Snmu left 


their cards, as also did Assistant Sec- 
retary Meiklejohn and Generals Miles 
*nd Gilmore. 


The arrangements for the funeral of 


Genera'. Garcia have not yet been com- 
pleted. 
The expectation is that ser- 


vices will be held in one of the Cath- 
olic churches here, possibly St. Pat- 
rick's, on Tuesday, after which the re- 
mains will be placed temporarily in a 
receiving vault 
pending final inter 


ment in Cuba. 


The members of the commission feel 


keenly the blow which 
has befallen 


them in the death of their leader, who 
they say was a man of Intelligence, 
valor, energy and 
probity, in -whom 


the great majority of people had abso- 
lute confidence. 
The work in hand, 


they say, will continue without inter- 
ruption, and the ideas and views held 
by General Garcia will be impressed 
on all that is done. 


An Evenlfnl Career. 


General Garcia, whose name will be 


ever linked with those of other pa- 
triots who have fought against unequal 
odds for the freedom of his country, 
has had a most active and varied life, 
much ot which has been spent in fight- 
ing for the cause of Cuban liberty, 
which he had the satisfaction of see- 
Ing accomplished so short a time be- 
fore bis death. 


He was born in Cogquin, Oct. 14, 


1839. and was therefore in his 60th 
year of his age. 
General Garcia was 


educated in Havana and in Spaia. In 
3864 he was married to Isabel V"2lez. 


The general was the original con- 


spirator in the uprising of the Cubans 


5pit,*:} in i8i>s, r,nd in that war 


under Gc-nsra lin attained the rank of a 
brigadier Renernl. 
In October of 1SGS 


he captured the towns cf Juiqviani and 
Baire, and recruited many hundreds of 
patriots. 
He had commands of the 


eastern departments during that rev- 
olution after 1S73 and \von nisiuy no- 
table 
victories, 
including those 
at 


llelones and Aurez.

While the revolution was in a crit- 


ical state in the other provinces and 
its outcome was so uncertain he main- 
tained it with vigor in the territory 
under his command. 
In 1S75, winle 


reconnoltering with his escort, no was 
surrounded by 2,000 Spaniards. 
Pre- 


ferring death to capture and subsc 
Quent execution at the hands of his 
enemy, he attempted suicide by plac- 
ing his revolver under his chin and 
firing. The bullet came out between 
his eye brows. For months he lay be- 
tween life and death, but was saved 
finally by Spanish surgeons, who pos- 
sibly had owed their own lives to his 
mercy. 
The Spaniards 
believing he 


was about to die gave him a pardon. 
The hole .which the bullet made when 
it entered the chin and came out be- 
tween the eyebrows was always visible 
and shows plainly in 
the calmness 


of death. 


General Garcia, for his participation 


in 
the 
revolution 
movement, 
was 


sent to Spain, where for four years he 
was confined in castles and fortresses, 
remaining there until the peace of San 
Jon. 
He then returned to the United 


States and together with Jose Marti 
attempted 
another 
revolution- 
Ho 


landed in Cuba with a few followers, 
but the country was tired o£ war anO 
wanted to try the home rule offeree 
by Spain. He capitulated to the Span- 
ish forces in order to save his few 
remaining followers 
and 
was again 


banished to Spain in 18SO, where he 
remained under surveillance until ISOti 
when the last revolution broke out in 
Cuba. Then he escaped to France and 
later to New York. 
His movements 


since that time and his active par- 
ticipation in tbe war are familiar to 
many newspaper readers.
